The Bu- 
reau functions under the 
Department Education, which 
Archbishop Dowling St. Paul chairman. 

The scope the new Bureau Education extensive 
and its aims are sound and practical. Our schools 
this country have reached that period growth where 
imperative that they have central clearing house 
for ideas and methods, focus for varied educational 
activities, center whence each institution may derive 
the inspiration and the practical help which stands 
need.

Participation the laity the 
semi-secular works the Church has become recent 
years more and more the order the day; has been 
diligently fostered the bishops the country, and 
promises bear fruit abundantly. 

cannot have too many men, clerical lay, actively 
interested education; but thoughtful observers have 
from time time commented the relatively few lay- 
men prominent the activities our Catholic colleges, 
secondary institutions and parish schools. the annual 
meeting the Catholic Educational Association laymen 
are scarce hens’ teeth, and the places which they 
should fill have not infrequently been taken priests 
whose labors during the year but slightly infringed upon 
the educational sphere. have, and are very glad 
it, many priest-educators, men who training, tem- 
perament and experience rightly belong the teachers’ 
conference table and executive boards; but sometimes, 
the stress and turmoil preparing for the annual 
convention, local committees have lost sight the fact 
that Roman collar not necessarily infallible indi- 
cation educator born and made.

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before him vast opportunities and 
demonstrate that the layman 
needed Catholic educational work.

Hopkins, long President Williams College—the same 
Mark Hopkins whom Garfield eulogized when defined 
university log with student one end and 
Mark Hopkins the late Hamilton Wright 
Mabie, Williams alumnus, once wrote follows: 

great personality often more influential with men 
the impressionable age than great teacher; Dr. Hop- 
kins was both. was born teacher, with genius 
for getting students cooperate with him; but was, 
above all, great person; character such mingled 
strength and kindliness that men different tempera- 
ment sometimes underrated his practical wisdom. had 
charming geniality nature, but man ever thought 
presuming upon his amiability. His breadth view 
kept him sane and open-eyed, and preserved his from 
narrowness and fanaticism all kinds. knew human 
nature, and was well acquainted with the special develop- 
ment that nature which appears college students. 
held easy rein, but always drove. had 
keen feeling for reality and for ultimate results, and 
knew when ignore minor matters.” 

There, beloved brethren the teacher’s desk and chalk- 
dust and three o’clock fatigue, subject for few 
professional meditations. Are taking the proper means 
keep ourselves free from “narrowness and fanaticism 
all are gradually but surely drifting 
into the conviction that part education greater 
than its whole—if, other words are absorbed 
physics Latin, metaphysics domestic science, 
half believe that without that subject pupil simply 
cannot become educated—then might profitably culti- 
vate little open-eyed sanity. human na- 
ture? never will it—in human be- 
ings, including ourselves, and the supreme books 
literature, philosophy and history, until have found 
out what men have through the ages felt and thought 
and done. Have keen feeling for ultimate results”? 
That say, recognize our school work 
process preparation for complete living here and here- 
And—oh, little thing tremendous moment—do 
know “when ignore minor matters”? That last, 
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think, the most crucial test all, for involves re- 
flection, common sense and ripe intellectual and spir- 
itual culture. Minor men not recognize minor matters 
all. 


EXPECTING TOO MUCH. The Catholic poet, 
Coventry Patmore, has said that belief the perfectibility 
man earth the last proof weakmindedness. 
And is. Yet are not entirely free from the 
disturbing activity the zealot—zealous for scholarship 
sanctity professional efficiency what not—who 
utterly and disconsolately impatient any man, woman 
child who falls short one jot the arbitrary standard 
excellence other zealots have established—though not 
for self-measurement. Why not face facts; why not, like 
Mark Hopkins and St. Ignatius and the Apostle the 
Gentiles, know human nature, and once and for all quit 
nagging foreordained mediocrities—which most 
are? Why not smile cheerfully and encouragingly, 
least allow the just man execute his seven daily stum- 
bles relative peace? Anyhow, are not yet pre- 
pared for the contemplation perfection. Let learn 
recognize the pedagogical, even the educational, value 
imperfection. the author the “Sakuntala” ap- 
positely remarks: “Dusky spots heighten the lustre 
the cold-rayed moon.” only our own lack per- 
fection that need specifically concerned with. But 
the reformer—odious word good Catholic ears!—is like 
the daughter the horse-leech and still cries for more. 


THAT UNCONSCIOUS INFLUENCE. Reformers— 
educational well religious—so frequently fail, 
frequently succeed merely mussing things, fre- 
quently leave their little worlds rather the worse than 
the better, because they are dreadfully conscious 
their own exalted virtues. The man who cries the 
marketplace: “Be reformed, good people!” must neces- 
sity add, deep his heart, “even reformed.” 
And should hasten tell that they must 
what says and not mind what does, only 
involves himself greater difficulty, for, Dante tells 
Convito,” though the man who praises himself 
does ill, the man who blames himself does far worse; 
the former, continues the illustrious Florentine, may 
only fool, but the latter confessedly knave. 

Neither self-praise nor self-blame; media stat virtus. 
Better than belittling our efforts for good frankly 
and naively admiring them; but best all un- 
conscious their existence. Modesty, has been said, 
the vice mediocre minds, and recognition one’s 
own excellence the failing magnanimous minds; but 
humility the virtue minds become truly Christlike. 
Read the familiar book the Gospels, and you will find 
that Our Blessed Lord’s habitual attitude was atti- 
tude humility; praised not Himself, neither did 
blame Himself: but simply and beautifully said: 
not Own Will, but the Will Him 
who sent Me.” 

And that the secret power. the unduly intro- 
spective and therefore pathetically futile Amiel wrote: 
“Every life profession faith, and exercises in- 
evitable and silent propaganda.” And again: “Every man 
priest, even involuntarily; his conduct unspoken 
sermon, forever preaching others.” 

Yea, verily; and, like the best sermons, most elo- 
quent and most emotive when the conscious element has 
not entered prominently into its preparation. but 
concentrate being the sort man ought be, 
instead wasting effort trying the sort 
things should like have people see do, may 
come gradually understand the wisdom exercising 
unconscious influence—and potent because unconscious. 


NOT SELF-MADE. But that unconscious influence 
will never come long as, however secretly, cherish 
notion our own learning, our own piety, our own 
popularity, our own importance. For then, alas, are 
self-taught; and, Cardinal Newman says, “to self- 
taught badly grounded, slovenly finished, 
and preposterously conceited.” And how can even 


the most adroit harmonizer reconcile preposterous con- 
ceit and true humility?

This little educational library consists seven volumes 
all. Six them are substantial books, each running 
more than five hundred pages; and the seventh, “The 
Teachers’ Guide,” slenderer handbook constituting 
veritable key the set. Mechanically considered, these 
books afford reasonable grounds for complaint. They 
are well bound and well printed, and very many the 
unusually numerous illustrations are reproductions 
works art. 

Some wise gentleman has said that the reading 


really great book usually impresses the reader with 
salutary sense his own ignorance. Measured accord- 
ing that standard, find “Public School Methods” 
sharing the element greatness. the lengthy list 
editors are many names unknown, though after 
the names come assuring statements place and office; 
and the table contents are many subjects concern- 
ing which, sure, the guileless, inoffensive teacher 
must plead guilty plentiful lack knowledge. This 
just one way saying that “Public School Methods” 
approaches the problems practical pedagogy from 
variety viewpoints and—considering the scope the 
work—leaves important aspect the subject untouch- 
ed. has its admitted limitations. concerns itself 
directly with schools but the public schools, and 
confines itself teaching the primary classes and 
the grades. The editors have not sought compass 
more; and must said, and said emphatically, that 
they have set out they have done passing 


book this sort any special value-to our Cath- 
olic schools and teachers? ask the question 
itself almost perceive the absurdity asking it. For 
the true teacher, whether Hindu Kansan, 
Holy Roller Lutheran, Miss Bradley District 
School Number Seven Sister Mary Agnes St. 
Cecilia’s Academy, must broad his sympathies 
and extensive his field knowledge the prin- 
ciples the profession has must twist 
from Terence and make one the mottoes 
his life: “Nothing that educational can foreign 
me.” The real teacher, the vital teacher, the constructive 
and progressive teacher, afford ignore work 
that any serious way deals with the conduct schools 
and the presentation school subjects. And therefore, 
seems me, the Catholic teacher cannot well afford 
ignore impressive and intrinsically excellent 
work “Public School Methods.” 


Yet, let there misunderstanding. The Catholic 
teacher cannot consistently take this work, any work 
similar scope, thorough and all-sufficient guide 
for his pedagogical procedure. cannot too often in- 
sist that certain respects—and those means sec- 
ondary respects—the Catholic educational system sui 
generis. defines education process preparation 
for complete living both here and hereafter, time and 
eternity, and from the point view the Catholic 
philosophy education any book defective which does 
not lay due emphasis both elements and the means 
realizing their fruitful correlation. From the Catholic 
point view, therefore, “Public School Methods” de- 
fective, and every other pedagogical work defective 
which does not voice the signification complete living 
and which does not recognize the persuasive presence 
God all the works His Hands. 


But—and the distinction wellnigh important 
elementary—a book may defective, and yet decid- 
edly helpful, and even temporarily indispensable. the 
matter educational literature holds pre-eminently 
true that half loaf better than bread. And so, 
though from our point view, “Public School Methods” 
represents half loaf, should both unwise and 
ungracious spurn from our table. Considered from 
the Catholic viewpoint, this work weak and defective 
the theoretical side; but the theoretical side precise- 
where many our Catholic works education are 
strong and inclusive. But, considered from any view- 
point, this work strong and comprehensive its prac- 
tical side; and, the best knowledge, there 
work Catholic pedagogy yet printed English that 
presents the practical aspects grade teaching with the 
force, the clearness and the completeness “Public 
School Methods.” Some day, let trust, the 
United States may have what our brethren already have 
some European countries, series volumes, detailed 
treatment and thoroughly Catholic theory and tone, 
discussing every school subject through every grade and 
commenting helpfully upon every school room problem. 
When such work comes the Catholic teachers this 
country—a work that might entitled “Catholic School 
Methods”—then this set “Public School Methods” may 
possibly assume less importance and its possession 
religiou teaching community might smack work 
supererogation; but our “Catholic School Methods” 
still the future, and this “Public School Methods” 
here. Granted that “Public School Methods” not pri- 
marily intended for the use our Catholic teachers; 
granted that ignores several the distinctive problems 
associated with the conduct Catholic schools; granted 
that—from our Catholic point view—in several vital 
respects found wanting: The fact remains that 
the best and most thoroughgoing work the teaching 
most the common school subjects that ‘we have 
available; the fact remains that contains convenient 
form matter that otherwise, accessible print all, 
can found only isolated and bulky and expensive 
volumes; the fact remains that the principles pedagogy, 
and they are many, which the Catholic school has com- 
mon with the public school, are here set forth with lucidity 
and carried into stimulating practice. 


They tell story countryman Bobbie 
Burns’s who had liking for books history and litera- 
ture. the course years read great deal and 
retained lively impression much that had read. 
And often, winter nights, would regale group 
his cronies with the stories the past. Launcelot 
and Hector, Alexander and Washington, Dante and An- 
dreas Hofer, would turn pass review; and when 
the tale heroism valor nobility genius drew 
close, the old man would sadly shake his head and 
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remark: “What muckle pity, noo, that the mon didna’ 
live bonnie Scotland.” 


confess somewhat similar mood looking 
through these admirable volumes “Public School Meth- 
pity, for instance, that the authors 
the excellent chapter “Story-Telling, Dramatization, 
Games and Songs” were not position utilize the 
superb material found the lives and legends 
the saints and the liturgy, age-old and artistic, 
the Catholic Church! What pity that the same sources 
were not utilized the host illustrators who have 
made these books veritable things beauty! What 
pity that the carefully compiled bibliographies could not 
take into account more the distinctively Catholic and 
pedagogically effective works our own poets and story- 
tellers and philosophers and educators! What pity— 
bring the matter head once—that “Public School 
Methods” not really “Catholic School Methods,” that 
is, pedagogy plus the vital Catholic element. 


With all this view the Catholic teacher free 
adopt one two attitudes toward this set “Public 
School Methods.” the first place may say: “This 
book is, from point view and consideration 
the needs school, palpably defective; therefore, 
away with it!” And the second place may say: 
“This book defective, certainly; many excellent books 
are. But the thing for consider this: Can ‘Public 
School Methods’ teach anything? very sure 
can teach many things, both regards content and 
method, and therefore going have set this 
work handy consult time need. not likely 
learn much about Catholic pedagogy from it, certain- 
ly; but capable learning anything all, 
ought learn good deal about pedagogy general 
from it; and many the teaching devices set forth 
this work can fruitfully and intelligently apply even 
specific Catholic field the teaching Christian 
Doctrine. Yes, think shall keep ‘Public School Meth- 


ods’. Surely need homily recognize that the 
second attitude the saner, the wiser, the more salutary. 


For Catholic teachers can learn many useful things 
from these books, including some things, have al- 
ready hinted, not elsewhere accessible. have, for 
example, wealth material for the observance spe- 
cial days—Lincoln Day and Lee Day, Columbus Day 
and Arbor Day. are vouchsafed definite suggestions 
for class programs and are supplied with abundance 
carefully chosen poems and prose selections and adapt- 
able songs with words and music. And from such 
suggestions could not, when necessity arises, frame 
our account workable program for Pastor’s Day 
St. Patrick’s Day, for Corpus Christi Twelfth Night, 
must singularly lacking coustructive imagination. 


And with the teaching such standard subjects 
penmanship, history, arithmetic, language. Where the vital 
content is slight—as in penmanship and arithmetic—the pro- 
cedure of the Catholic teacher differs but slightly from the 
procedure the public school teacher, and practically every 
helpful device indicated School can 
utilized in our classes. And where the vital content is greater, 
and where consequently there is more possibility of correlation 
with religion—as in history ard language—it is not so much 
methodology that the two systems education differ 
emphasis and scope. The fact is simply this: We Catholic 
teachers can teach more, we can bring into play a larger num- 
ber of associations, we can summon to our service a wider 
range of illustrations, we can concern ourselves more directly 
and specifically with questions life and morals. But exer- 
cising our prerogatives, may, and often should, adopt the 
methodogical formulae set forth School Methods.” 


Let say, conclusion, that sense this little arti- 
cle review School least six experts 
would be required to do the work even passing justice, and 1 
expert all. All that has been attempted con- 
sideration the work from the point view the teacher 
the Catholic school. And from that point view seems 
that, while admittedly and perhaps necessarily defective, 
School nevertheless work which for the 
Catholic teacher will very useful and sense wellnigh 
indispensable. Books are tools. If we were to wait until abso- 
lutely perfect spades were invented, I fear some of us should 
but little digging. The competent workman particular 
about his tools; but not too particular. Under certain 
circumstances might prefer spade; but spade not 
convenient, he loses no time in taking up a serviceable shovel 
lying by. For the needs our Catholic schools, for the 
needs of our public schools, ‘‘Public School Methods” will 
doubtless some day become antiquated; but that day has not 
yet arrived, and meanwhile those who are alert and alive 
will accept School with due appreciation.

The Epic and Elegy. 


will our task consider 
the Epic and Elegy this pa- 
per. is, however, more 
kinship between the epic and 
ballad than between the epic 
and the elegy. Indeed, every 
instance, the ballad preceded the 
epic and species epic. 
may, therefore, look the 
ballad for the paternity the 
epic. 

The three forms poetry— 
the lyric, epic and drama—are 
distinguished from each other 
the fact that the lyric in- 
tended sung, the epic 
Dr. Thomas O’Hagan recited and the drama 
acted. 

very simple definition epic would be: that 
long poem treating heroic theme dignified 
style.” Dr. Butcher, the eminent Greek scholar, says, 
“that the epic poem relates great and complete action 
which attaches itself the fortunes people, 
the destiny mankind, and which sums the life 
period.” 

truth, difficult give satisfactory definition 
epic; and care must taken distinguish the 
different kinds narrative poetry which the epic 
one. For instance, there the metrical romance, the 
metrical tale, the ballad, the descriptive poem and the 
allegory. 

may said that epic poem like the Iliad, 
like the Aeneid, like Tasso’s Jerusalem Delivered, and 
like Milton’s Paradise Lost. exactly hard and fast 
standard can fixed. story circumstance and 
scope well told; and told the grand style, and secure 
this grand style, metre. 

Contrasting the unity dramatic poem with that 
epic poem, John Clark, his “History Epic 
Poetry,” says: dramatic poem has unity that deploys 
itself the plot and only fully realized and grasped 
after that wrought out. The coherence epic 
poem not the unity that belongs the solution 
problem ethics, but all pervading quality that en- 
virons us, that not seek for, because the 
atmosphere the poem.” 

And the critic further adds: “The action epic 
never intense hurry the poet its own 
momentum, forbid digression into byway the 
main story. The plot has finality, and points interest, 
and denouement; but has not the living nexus, the 
rise and fall situation, the dominant crises the 
drama.” 

Let give this point the chief epics ancient 
medieval and modern times, with the date their pro- 
duction, and their author where this possible: Kalevala 
(Finnish), 1100; Iliad and Odyssey (Greek), 
850, Homer; Ramayana (Hindu), 300; Mahabharata 
(Hindu), 200; Aeneid (Roman), 19, Virgil; 
Pharsalia (Roman), 65, Lucan; Fingal (Celtic), 
300, Ossian; Beowulf (Saxon), 600; Song 
Roland (French), 1080; The Cid (Spanish), 
1150; Nibelungenlied (German), 1200; Divine Com- 
edy (Italian), 1321, Dante; Orlando Furioso (Ital- 
ian), 1516, Ariosto; Jerusalem Delivered (Italian), 
1572, Tasso; Araucana (Spanish-South America), 
1589, Faery Queene (English), 1590-6, 
Spenser; Paradise Lost (English), 1667, Milton; 
Heuriade (French), 1726, Voltaire; Messiah (Ger- 
man), 1748-73, Klopstock, and the Idylls the 
King (English), 1859-85, Tennyson. 

will impossible for deal with these twenty 
epics paper necessarily brief this; but hope 
make clear, however, readers The Journal—teach- 
ers and students—the marked characteristics and qualities 
the most representative these epics. 


And first the national epic Finland, the Kale- 
vala Place Heroes. This stands midway between 
the purely epical structure exemplified Homer and 
the epic songs certain nations. 

The Kalevala consists fifty parts runes containing 
twenty-two thousand seven hundred and ninety-three lines. 
Its historical foundation the contests between the Finns 
and Lapps. 

The collection these Finnish folk-songs that consti- 
tute the epic was made Topelius and Lonnrot between 
1820 and 1835. will observed that the metre the 
identical metre adopted Longfellow Hiawatha. Are 
not the following lines from Kalevala reminiscent the 
very mold Hiawatha? 

“Should you ask the question, 
How recognized the bridegroom 
Mid the host men and heroes, 

should answer, should tell you 
‘As th: hazel bush copses, 

the oak-tree the forest, 

the moon among the planets; 
Drives the groom coal-black courser, 
Running like famished black-dog, 
Flying like the hungry raven, 
Graceful the lark morning, 
Golden cuckoos, six number, 
Twitter the birchen cross-bow; 
There are seven blue-birds singing 
the racer’s hame and collar.” 

may add here that Kalevala owes nothing civiliza- 
tion and culture. very blossom from the northern 
wilds primitive Europe. 

Homer’s Iliad and Odyssey and Virgil’s Aeneid differ 
this: that while Homer’s natural epic poetry Vir- 
girl’s artistic epic poetry. The Homeric manner 
marked solid vigor, clearly outlined action and 
mastery self compelling speech. 

held some that had Homer never written the 
Iliad Virgil would have never given the Aeneid. 
French critic replying this says that Homer made 
Virgil was his greatest work. With but few exceptions 
Virgil stamped his influence all the epic literature 
that came after him. need here dwell the sub- 
ject matter the and Odyssey. The Iliad 
twenty-four books deals with episode the legendary 
siege Troy, and the Odyssey tells the wanderings 
and experiences Ulysses for ten years .after the siege 
Troy. 

are not concerned here, whether Homer, the blind 
singer Chios, wrote the Iliad and Odyssey have 
them today more than are with the school boy 
judgment “that was not William Shakespere but another 
fellow called Shakespere that wrote the thirty-seven 
plays.” What may, however, with safety assume, 
that behind the Iliad and Odyssey there were shorter 
epic ballads. 

good characterization Homer, Virgil and Milton 
found the lines Dryden: 

Three poets three distant ages born, 

Greece, Italy and England did adorn: 

The first loftiness thought surpassed, 

The next majesty, both the last; 

The force nature could further 

form third she joined the other two. 

Virgil was born near Mantua Northern Italy and was 
therefore racially Celt Cis-Alpine Italy was inhabited 
Celts. His place burial, supposedly near Naples, 
not known. lived during the reign Augustus, 
and had his patron the great Maecenas. The first six 
books the Aeneid deal with the wanderings, trials and 
tribulations Aeneas and the last six books with the 
wars Italy. 

Virgil exercised tremendous influence during the Middle 
Ages and the Italian Renaissance; his shrine aban- 
doned todav. Dante, Ariosto, Tasso, Chancer, Spenser, 
Milton, Dryden and even Tennyson have drawn inspira- 
tion from him. 

the Iliad and Odyssey are the greatest primitive 
epics, the Aeneid may, think, regarded the great- 
est historical epics. should, however, not for- 
gotten that Horace, who outlived Virgil eleven years 
and who had served tribunus militum with Brutus 
the battle Philippi, the true representative Roman 
life and genius. 
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Let this point consider two typical epics—the one 
Saxon and the other French—Beowulf and the Song 
Roland. Beowulf really heroic biography, with epic 
tone, and one the most interesting literary monu- 
ments the Germanic race. The manuscript the poem, 
which usually assigned the tenth century, the 
British museum. The composition the poem its 
present form assigned the eighth century. There 
are three great adventures it. 

Beowulf, prince among the Geats (of South Sweden), 
the protagonist who, with fourteen companions, crosses 
the sea rid Hrothgar the great sea fiend Grendel— 
half-man and half-fiend—who comes every night from the 
fens into the splendid hall Hrothgar, King the Danes, 
and carries off the king’s thegns and devours them. 
mighty struggle the hall night Beowulf performs 
his exploit. 

The Song Roland generally regarded one 
the masterpieces French literature. the work 
trouvere and dates from the eleventh century. 
literary production the Song Roland worthy 
place with the great medieval epics Beowulf and the 
Nibelungenlied. 

may said here that this epic founded upon au- 
thentic fact. Roland, who was paladin Charlemagne, 
fell August 15th, 778, Roncesvalles the Pyrenees, 
after conquering Spain north the Ebro except Saragossa, 
being betrayed into the hands the Saracens Ganelon. 
the defiles the Pyrenees, with twenty thousand men, 
Roland gives battle Marsile, the commander the 
infidels, who outnumber him twenty one; and refuses 
wind his horn, the suggestion Oliver, and bring 
his leader, Charlesmagne, who advance with the 
main body the army, his rescue. last, when 
his doom complete, Roland blows his trumpet with his 
dying breath. Charles returns only find Roland dead, 
but unconquered. from this poem that get the 
phrase Roland for Oliver.” The Song Roland 
was the poem chanted the minstrel Taillefer the 
battle Hastings. 

The Song Roland was carried well nigh every na- 
tion Europe. was translated into German verse 
Conrad; and later into Norse prose and English verse. 
The story penetrated into Italy and was known Dante. 

Says well known critic: “The poet the Song 
Roland created out his materials noble argument; 
and has treated this argument not unworthily. 
has power, has fire( has pathos; can enlist the 
sympathies, fire the feelings and pierce the hearts his 
readers. excels descriptions battle.” 


There are those who hold that the author the Cid 
Campeador, the first great Spanish epic, owes much 
his inspiration the Song Roland. The word “Cid” 
“Said” Arabic and means lord and Campeador 
Spanish means conquerer. 


Rodrigo Ruy Diaz, known Cid Campeador,” was 
born near Burgos Spain about 1040. The Poem the 
Cid, which was written about the middle the twelfth 
century, deals with the heroic deeds Rodrigo Ruy Diaz. 
course, around the Cid are gathered many stories and 
legends that are not true. The poem contains three thou- 
sand seven hundred and forty-five lines and divided 
into two cantares. The versification careless; when 
rhyme hampered the poet dropped and used instead 
the assonant line. 


“The Poem the Cid,” says Mrs. Rabb her work, 
“National Epics,” peculiar interest because belongs 
the very dawn our modern literature, and because 
its hero was evidently real personage portion 
whose history was recorded this epic not long after 
the events took place. The Cid Spain’s great national 
epic. The student should have care not confound 
this Spanish epic with Corneille’s tragedy, “The Cid.” 

And here, let contrast two the world’s greatest 
epics—Milton’s Paradise Lost and Dante’s Divine Com- 
edy. The first completed 1667 builded Puritan 
life and theology; the second, completed 1321, reflects 
crystal mirror the life and teachings the medie- 
val Catholic Church. 

The matter Paradise Lost course religious 
matter and classification its contents gives these 
aspects: (a) Disobedience heaven; (b) Punishment; 


(c) Disobedience earth; (d) Woe and Death and (e) 
Salvation and condemnation. 

Milton appears the poem not only epical and 
religious poet, but also expounder dogma; and 
Joh nClark points out his “History Epic Poetry,” 
“It Milton the dogmatist and mystagogue that re- 


‘sponsible for the antinomy the argument and the ob- 


scuration its epical quality.” 

And Mr. Clark further adds: “It the narrow, the 
irrational character theology found Paradise Lost 
that spoils for literary treatment; since there 
reason why theology that speaks divine justice and 
mercy, without expounding and without justification, 
the term theology has such should not have 
literary and therefore narrative value.” 

Mr. Clark could have added further that Paradise Lost 
torso, not artistic unit—that great only 
patches; and that Paradise Regained does not complete 
this art-torso. Nor are the legends from the Talmud and 
Koran introduced into Paradise Lost Milton worthy 
Christian epic. might well inquire here who 
the hero protoganist Paradise Lost. held 
some that Satan the hero the poem then 
should have ended with the tenth book. 

But despite all criticism, Milton’s Paradise Lost 
great epic—literary epic. One its chief charms 
found its stately poetry. The metre the poem, 
too, Mr. Clark remarks, has for its main characteristic 
“an organ-toned sonority plenary volume and haunting 
echo.” 

Dante’s thesis, the Divine Comedy, not “to justify 
the ways God man.” His teach the world 
the divine truth “In sua volanta nostra 
His will our peace. According Dante himself, the 
subject the Divine Comedy, when taken allegorically, 
free will exposed the rewards punishment 
justice. 

Lowell’s summing Dante most pregnant and 
valuable. says: “Almost all the other poets have 
their seasons, but Dante penetrates the moral core 
those who once fairly come within his sphere and pos- 
sesses them wholly. His readers turn students, his stu- 
dents zealots, and what was taste becomes religion. 
the most comprehensive intellect, Dante the high- 
est spiritual nature that has expressed itself rhythmical 
form.” 

testimony greatness and decided man’s stand- 
ing outside his own country beyond the limits 
his own speech, and translations his works measure 
the breadth his renown, then Dante stands easily 
the head all poets, both ancient and modern. 

wish deal very briefly with three other epics 
here before pass consideration the elegy. These 
three are Tasso’s Jrusalem Delivered, Camoen’s Lusiad 
and Ercilla’s South American epic Araucana. 

Torquato Tasso, who lived from 1544 1595, repre- 
sents very creditably Italian epic poetry. His great epic, 
Jerusalem Delivered, was completed 1575 when its au- 
thor had attained but his thirty-first year. all litera- 
ture there other instance where poet this age 
has given the world such literary masterpiece. 

The subject the epic the doings and deeds that 
marked the first crusade which Godfrey Bouillon 
was the leader. Poor Tasso was very unfortunate. Early 
life—in fact after having completed the Jerusalem De- 
livered became somewhat unbalanced mentally. was 
malady that largely arose from his sensitiveness. Final- 
after much mental affiction and suffering, became 
the guest the Aldobrandini Rome, where died 
the very eve being crowned, was Petrarch more 
than two centuries earlier. 

article Tasso, the New International Encyclo- 
pedia, referring his epic, Jerusalem Delivered, says: 
“It shows religious moods more deeply experienced than 
any other religious poetry since the time Dante; 
and strikes here and there richer chords melancholy 
and pathos than any other Italian lyrics since Petrarch.” 

John Clark his “History Epic Poetry” holds that 
Tasso’s style both pronounced and variegated. “One

Music rightly taught may made 
most powerful factor the develop- 
ment the child-mind, affording 
training does, more directions 
than any other single subject, since 
benefits the health, develops the 
perceptive and deductive faculties 
the mind, and especially the speed 
and precision their action, admin- 
isters the formation taste, fur- 
nishes sane emotional development 
and enjoyment, and lastly gives chil- 
dren resources for joyous activities 
themselves and with their com- 
panions out school hours, and after 
school days. Music the school may 
made enjoyable, but should also 
made integral part the men- 
tal training and equipment the 
child. attain this, the best 
grade school songs and choruses 
must used, thus setting high stan- 
dards taste, and the child must 
taught read music readily sight, 
the elements musical notation and 
structure being fully mastered. 

Music demands many qualities 
the mental powers the child. 
the first place demands concentra- 
tion. Music compound science 
and art; knowing and doing. Its 


demand upon the mental power 
concentration enormous. sing- 
ing, the child must realize the pitch 
the notes, the desired quality 
tone, how obtain it, and then 
place the voice that the result 
should identical with its precon- 
ceived effect. Concentration then 
indispensable adjunct real prog- 
ress the study music. Then 
there observation. There are 
many things music that require 
observed. There are, for instance, 
the key signatures, the accidentals, 
expression marks, terms relating 
tempo and dynamics. The faculty 
observation becomes source 
real joy and real help music. 
Again, singing valuable aid 
the cultivation memory. 
there opportunity for mental 
lassitude. The act memorizing the 
music, generally coincides with the 
memorization its accompanying 
poem. Then there imagination. 
The modern method musical class 
work, makes demand upon chil- 
dren’s imagination, first asking 
them complete little unfinished 
tunes, then complete little tunes 
their own. The last but 
means least the mental qualities 
that music develops that per- 
severance. Like all other points, this 
depends very much upon the teach- 
er’s standard perfection. the 
teacher content accept some- 
thing less than the best, naturally 
follows that the child’s all-round de- 
velopment will suffer. But 
teacher has high ideals will 
spire the child desire the best 
sible, and until 
reaches it. applies equally 
children classes. 


important that the teachers 


music the schools have proper 
conception what music education 
is. Under their influence the child 
comes its most impressionable age. 
their hands are both the public 
and future musician the very be- 
ginning their acquaintance with 
music. Their opportunity for 
ing powerful influence for musical 
uplift community practically 
unlimited. With such opportunity 
before them, they can become most 
powerful factor providing the true 
music education. their hands lie 
the means educating the public 
the fundamentals knowl- 
edge, and for inculcating sound musi- 
cal taste. This especially true 
the public tomorrow, represent- 
the children who are under 
their direct influence the schools. 
The child today the man and 
woman tomorrow, and the musical 
knowledge and ideals that are im- 
planted within the child today will 
grow into the musical knowledge and 
taste tomorrow. This great 
responsibility, and behooves the 
teacher music our schools see 
that his influence rightly di- 
rected.

The 
teacher ought have all what 
call education that possible for 
him her have, but the qualities 
most looked for the appli- 
cant for teacher’s certificate are 
character, personality, inspirational 
power. Many teacher who barely 
scrapes through the examiners’ test 
does more the way developing 
aspiring manhood and womanhood 
and good citizenship, and this the 
real aim education, than many 
one who receives mark 100.” 


Some truth this last statement. 
While perusing it, there came mind 
recent funeral simple religious 
who for years had taught the 
primary departments 
schools and whose knowledge 
modern fads education was zero 
and yet her funeral dozen priests 
were present who had come from far 
and near and who were happy tes- 
tify that they owed their vocation un- 
der God this good woman. What 
tribute her and what splendid 
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victory for the church—book learning 
not all that wins—it the person- 
ality and the perseverance teach- 
and pupil. Such teachers are gifts 
God humanity and his church.

WASHINGTON 


was 1791 that President Washington appointed Major 
L’Enfant draft plans for the new capitol this nation. 
Major L’Enfant was selected because was very skillful 
engineer and had more knowledge art than any other 
man the country. was Frenchman and had come 
this country with Lafayette. The first building built was 
the White House which was kept very simple but imposing. 
Then the cornerstone the Capitol building was laid 
Washington 1791 the presence great concourse 
people with impressive ceremonies. Major L’Enfant planned 
three great streets, the north, south, and east, radiating 
from the capitol and the west broad series parks 
known the Mall. The avenues running diagonally across 
the city are named after the different States. Pennsylvania 
Avenue the most important and imposing avenue. the 
intersections the avenues are circles named 
after the military heroes the nation. 


The Capitol building covers three and one-half acres. The 
old central structure Virginia yellow sand-stone which 
kept painted white. The corner stones the wings were 
laid President Fillmore 1851, and Webster delivered 
the oration that occasion. These wings are 
marble. The height the dome 257 feet above the rest 
the building. The dome weighs 8,000,000 pounds and sur- 
mounted Crawford’s statue Freedom. the central 
portico the Capitol all our presidents from President An- 
drew Jackson McKinley have taken the oath office. 
impressive ceremony that place before the mem- 
bers congress, the representatives foreign nations and 
immense throngs people. The president places his hand 
upon the Bible held the Chief Justice the United States 
and repeats these words: solemnly swear that will 
faithfully execute the office the President the United 
States and will, the best ability, preserve, protect 
and defend the Constitution the United States.” Then 
after the inaugural address escorted the Executive 
Mansion with wonderful procession. 


The northern wing the Capitol occupied the 
Senate and the southern wing the home the House 
Representatives. The Rotunda lies beneath the great dome 
and has beautiful frieze historical paintings. The panels 
the Rotunda are set with famous series life-sized 
historical paintings illustrating events American history. 

The Senate Chamber has floor rising like that 
amphitheatre. The ceiling consists panels glass each 
bearing the coat arms state. Opposite the main 
entrance the desk the vice-president. The republicans 
sit the left the vice-president’s desk and the democrats 
the right. There gallery for visitors. 


The Hall Representatives similar the Senate 
Chamber having gallery extending around the entire hall. 
The Speaker the House sits desk pure white 
marble. When the House session the mace 
upright position the table the Sargeant Arms but 
when the House adjourned removed. The mace 
bundle ebony rods bound together with silver bands 
having top silver globe and eagle. The mace now 
use has been used since 1842. The Sergeant carries 
before him symbol office when enforcing orders. 

Another interesting room the Capitol the Supreme 
Court room. The members the court wear long, black, 
silk robes like the ecclesiastical robes the Church Eng- 
land. This because this country took English law and 
customs for pattern and precedent. 

From the gallery the Capitol’s dome look down the 
Mall and see the city’s most beautiful buildings. The Smith- 
sonian Institution splendid building resembling some 
old castle. James Smithson, son Sir Hugh Smithson, 
first Duke Northumberland, founded the institution

land never saw. This institution now carries scientific 
work under government control. assists scientific men 
their research work and publishes the results which are 
sent every library the land. The National Museum, 
which has wonderful building its own, under the con- 
trol the Smithsonian Institution. 

Within the grounds the Smithsonian Institution stands 
the main building the Department Agriculture. Every 
kind plant found between the Arctic circle and the tropics 
that can made grow this climate shown this 
department. The Department Agriculture has done won- 
derful work for the farmers this country sending them 
information about everything connected with farming. 

The splendid portico the Patent Office has Doric 
columns patterned after the Parthenon. There are few 
buildings that can surpass the Treasury building. has 
great Ionic columns forming majestic colonnade. But 
the Bureau Print and Engraving, the Corcoran Art Gal- 
lery, the State, War and Navy building, Bureau Fish- 
eries, Pension Office, Post Office Department, Bureau 
Indian Affairs, and many others beside the buildings erected 
during the late war are all interesting and would take much 
space describe. 

However, one building must know about the won- 
derful Congressional Library. has three stories and 
dome. covers over three acres and considered one the 
most beautiful buildings the world. Every bit space 
within the building exquisitly decorated. The library has 
more than forty-five miles shelves. The copyright edition 
every picture, engraving, piece music, pamphlet, dramatic 
production brochure published the United States 
found its shelves. This because one the require- 
ments the copyright law that the author must place 
two copies whatever copyrights the Library 
Congress. 

Next interest the Capitol the Executive Mansion 
now called the White House. one mile from the 
The White House originally had thirty-one rooms 
and was copied from the palace the Duke Leicester. 
The foundation was laid 1792 and was first occupied 
President John Adams 1800. the main building are 
the apartments the president and family with the great 
rooms used formal occasions. The first New Year’s re- 
ception the White House was held President Adams 
1801. Mrs, Adams kept the stately ceremonious customs 
established President Washington. The code for public 
ceremonies, used largely even today, was written out John 
Quincy Adams, Monroe’s Secretary State. Adjoining the 
White House the west the Annex where the president 
has offices. 

The most wonderful monument this country the Wash- 
ington monument. white marble obelisk 555 feet high. 
elevator goes the top where superb view seen 
from the windows. 

Just across the river from Washington Fort Myers and 
the famous Arlington National Cemetery. the Virginia 
shore the Potomac Mount Vernon the home George 
Washington. The Lincoln Memorial one the sights 
the country. 


Washington has commercial pretensions. This beau- 
tiful city with its park-like streets the only city the 
world built strictly capitoi.

From the depths his own great sympathy has made 
the world see them that which never saw before and 
could not see without him, for alone could interpret and 
make plain the hidden meaning their lives. 

the spring-time, our thoughts turn naturally scenes 
planting and seeding, for the time preparation for 
the coming harvest. this picture Millet gives such 
scene, for here the peasants are represented planting 
potatoes. notice the look happiness, calm content, 
dignity and repose with which nearly always invests 
his peasants. They are happy their work, looking forward 
the time when they shall gather their crop and enjoy the 
fruits their labor. They are also happy, may believe, 
each other’s love and companionship. Together they may 
work, and together some future time they will share their 
reward, husband and wife, thus sharing each other’s liie. 
know that work often doubly precious.when affords 
the joy companionship and mutual assistance with those 
love. 

The sturdy forms these peasants attract us. They look 
strong and capable. are sure they take intelligent 


interest their work, and perform with zest and self- 
forgetfulness that make this most appealing picture. 
Industry, fidelity the task hand, and the joy compan- 
ionship labor are here manifest that the picture takes 
hold the imagination. The woman seems drop the 
potatoes into the ground with such confidence and assurance 
the outcome, and the man seems share this confidence 
and assurance with such that cannot doubt the 
faith which they thus reveal the goodness nature. Upon 
that goodness they count for the reward their labors, and 
the artist brings before our minds their attitude that 
we, too, are conscious it.

The Artist 


Jean Francois Millet, one the greatest French painters his time, 
was born Greville, France, 1814. His father was poor peasant, 
and until eighteen years of age Millet spent much of his time in hard 
labor upon their little farm. located the Norman village Gruchy, 
near Cherbourg. His grandmother and his uncle, a priest, gave him the 
rudiments of a general education. Very early he showed his talent 
for drawing and painting so unmistakably that his father determined to 
send him art happened that the year 1834 
found the lad studying with the artist Langlois, Cherbourg. Here 
his remarkable progress influenced the city council to give him a small 
pension, that might Paris study. 

Paris studied with the artist Delaroche. 1843 left this 
artist’s studio to paint pictures to earn his living. He suffered long 
with poverty and neglect. 1848 painted “The Winnowers,” which 
brought him a hundred dollars and gave him courage to defy the world 
and follow the promptings his own genius. friend, Jacque, the 
artist, persuaded him the following year with the little 
village Barbizen the forest Fontainbleau. Here Millet was 
remain the rest his life. Here produced “The Sower.” His pic- 
tures were refused by the Paris Salons, where the public did not care for 
pictures of genuine peasants. Today many of his pictures are worth 
more than their weight in gold. 

1853 exhibited the Salen Paris followed 
soon by “A Shepherd” and “The Sheep Shearer,’ and received his 
first medal in 1855. “A Peasant Grafting a Tree’? appeared two years 
later, and “The Gleaners” 1857. Pictures which followed were 
vember,” “A Woman Churning Butter,” “The Angelus,” “The Man with 
the Hoe” and “Harvest Beans.” Appreciation came him before 
his death, which occurred January 20, 1875.

School boards 
are not anxious buy appliances, equipment and apparatus 
which are left unused, become covered with dust 
and cobwebs. Most any facility needed the schoolroom 
make school work better and more efficient will pro- 
vided the school board the members feel that the 
teacher will really make use the investment. 

There nothing contagious enthusiasm and love 
work. Not only are pupils easily infected with and 
brought into the same state mind, but patrons and school 
board members are infected the same way. 

any teacher does not love his work, and cannot develop 
real love for it, should all means get out the 
profession, for teaching done drudgery not teaching. 
Such work never touches the mainsprings development 
the lives children.

BREASTED NUTHATCHES 
Francis Allen, Audubon Leaflet 
Habits 

The Nuthatches are called, believe, some places, 
some persons, “Devil Downheads.” There is, indeed, 
something eerie about these little birds with their quaint form 
and queer ways, but should much prefer call them 
elves rather than devils. bird wants hop down tree- 
trunk well it, must dispense with the use his 
tail support and must depend entirely upon his two 
feet, and balance himself properly not only must the feet 
strong, the hind toe long, and the claws sharp and hooked, 
but the whole bird must made short and compact 
Nature can make it. Now the Nuthatch needs fairlyMong 
bill poke into the crevices the bark for his insect food 
and fairly stout one pry off the chips and dig out, 
that the economy length must his neck and his tail. 
And here have our bird, Nature has made him and 
Mr. Brasher has drawn him—a short, squat figure, with al- 
most neck and with tail only long enough balance his 
bill and steady him flight, but with capable feet and 
serviceable bill. 

But why should bird wish travel downward tree- 
trunk? get his daily bread the way that seems most 
natural and easy him. Evidently the Nuthatch filling 
gap nature. would not have adopted unusual 
method feeding had not stood him good stead. 
suspect that approaching his prey from above detects 
insects and insect eggs the crevices the bark which 
would ‘be hidden from another point view. The Wood- 
peckers and the Creepers can take care the rest. course 
these other birds get something downward view they 
bend their heads forward, but the Nuthatch has the advantage 
seeing some insects before gets them which even 
the Creeper’s gentle approach would scare into closer hiding. 

WHITE-BREASTED NUTHATCH

The home life the White-breasted Nuthatch not 
well known most his winter ways, because 
rather retiring during the nesting-season, preferring the 
woods with growth large oaks other hardwood 
trees the neighborhood human habitations.. The spring 
song, however, begins before the bird leaves his winter haunts. 
resembles the familiar laugh the Flicker but not nearly 
loud and rather more pleasing tone. consists 
eight ten repetitions single syllable—what, ha-ha- 
ha-ha, liquid quality than the call-note. 

Nest 


The nest, which placed hole tree some 
similar situation, prepared March April according 
locality. The hole usually natural one decayed part 
shaped the birds, both sexes working together. The lin- 
ing made such materials feathers, hair, fur, bark-strips, 
and leaves, loosely thrown together. From six nine eggs 
are laid. These are white cream-white, thickly and uni- 
formerly spotted with reddish brown and lavendar. 

The male White-breasted Nuthatch particularly devoted

Food 


The Nuthatch has stout bill and strong gizzard, and 
when finds his insect food scarce ekes out his sub- 
sistence with seeds and nuts. The habit “hatching,” 
hacking, chestnuts, beechnuts, acorns, and 
shelled nuts, has given his kind its name Nuthatch. The 
nut wedged into crevice hold while the bird hammers 
open. Another interesting habit this and the related 
species that hiding nuts cracks and crevices the 
bark trees and such situations, presumably for the purpose 
keeping them safe for future use. This vegetable food, 
however, seems form comparatively small part the 
White-breasted Nuthatch’s diet. Mr. Forbush, one 
the latest authorities write the economic status this 
bird, regards valuable species from that point view. 
feeds largely beetles, including the boring beetles, 
scale insects, and many hibernating larvae and pupae 
well insect eggs. Ants and spiders are also eaten, and 
canker-worms, forest caterpillars and plant-lice. One pair 
Brookline, Mass., was seen search beneath the burlap bands 
for the caterpillars the gypsy moth, which they fed 
their young large numbers. 


have this minute been watching pair these Nut- 
hatches feeding apple and pear trees. They traveled 
restlessly and down and around the trunk and branches, 
never proceeding very far straight line and stopping 
every few hops dig out grub, hammering like 
Woodpecker and making the chips bark fly. When 
precarious position the under side limb the bird held 
himself keeping his legs stretched far apart and his 
claws firmly anchored the rough bark, the large hooked 
hind claw apparently doing most the work. The birds 
kept lively conversation they worked. Now and then 
they looked off while clinging head downwards, assuming 
that quaint posture characteristic their kind. Finally 
they flew away, one after the other, with whir the wings 
and undulating flight, and have returned desk 
the window. 

Though the breeding-range the White-breasted Nut- 
hatch practically coincident with its entire range, seems 
largely migratory its habits, and probably breeds 
most numerously the northern part and does not 
any numbers much farther north than Massachusetts.

Habits 


The habits the Red-breasted Nuthatch are like those 
the White-breasted that much that have said about that 
species applicable this. The most striking difference 
the favorite haunts the two birds, the Red-breasted 
preferring the coniferous woods, mixed woods that contain 
large proportion conifers. those winters when they 
found southern New England they come freely the 
neighborhood man’s dwellings and feed familiarly the 
supplies provided for the winter birds, but even here they 
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show their partiality for coniferous trees. They are particu- 
larly fond the seeds pines and spruces, which form 
large proportion their diet, that they are much more 
vegetarian their habits than their white-breasted cousins. 
They have the same habits hiding their food cracks and 
crevices. 


Food 


This Nuthatch does eat insect food, however, and may often 
seen hopping and down the trunks and over the branches 
trees. feeds among the small branches and twigs more 
than its cousin, and according Barrows, his 
“Michigan Bird Life,” often seen investigating tufts 
dead leaves deciduous trees. this latter habit well- 
developed one, the bird should useful destroying nests 
the brown-tail moth.

The Red-breasted Nuthatch excavates its nesting-hole usu- 
ally dead partly decayed trees. Mr. Knight, 
“Birds Maine,” says that balsam fir stub the favorite 
tree for the purpose, one with punky wood but bark still 
clinging. other cases popular trees and birches are chosen, 
but the locality usually coniferous woods, least 
woods where conifers abound. Both sexes work the exca- 
vation. The hole usually lined with finely shredded bark 
wood fibres, and perhaps soft grasses feathers. The eggs 
are from four six number, white cream-white and 
spreckled with reddish and lavender. The most 
remarkable and characteristic thing about the nest that the 
entrance-hole invariably surrounded ring pitch 
brought from neighboring spruce, pine balsam fir. 


Range 

breeds the Canadian fauna and winters from southern 
Canada Lower California, New Mexico, Arizona and the 
Gulf Coast. Its migrations are irregular and largely depend- 
ent the cone crop the forests where the 
cones are abundant the White Mountains, for instance, the 
Red-breasted Nuthatches that region remain there for the 
winter. If, however, the crop failure, not infrequently 
happens, the birds south late summer and early autumn. 
When they migrate south they are rather apt beyond 
southern New England, that such years they are much 
more abundant Massachusetts the early fall than 
The woods central and southern New Hampshire are some- 
times fairly swarming with these birds early They 
are found times far south the Gulf Coast. 

One interesting habit that this bird has connection with 
its migration the curious one dropping down ships 
sea. Birds many kinds occasionally alight ships 
far away from land, but other, think, habitually 
the Red-breasted Nuthatch. may seen such occas- 
ions traveling its characteristic fashion and down the 
masts and shrouds and even alighting the hats and cloth- 
ing persons deck. Nuthatches are also 
not infrequently found climbing over the rocks the sea- 
shore islands off-shore. suspect that these little birds, 
not accustomed long flights, finding themselves far from 
land, are glad drop down anywhere, anything that prom- 
ises give them foothold and prospect rest and food. 
They show their adaptability making the best things 
wherever they find themselves, and sea, land, they 
win the hearts men.

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VISUAL WITHIN THE REACH EVERY SCHOOL

Motion pictures every schoolroom the country have 
for some time been the dream all educators, and there 
question which has been more widely and more thoroughly 
discussed than this one motion pictures which would 
practical for use the schoolroom, not supplant the text- 
books, but supplement them. 


many localities the Board Education has realized the 
visual education, but they have been unable 
install the schools because there were not enough 
films the right sort obtained, and the price was pro- 
hibitive most the films which could obtained. 


was counteract those two factors working against 
the good which could done visual education that Henry 
Ford conceived the idea having films made which would 
purely educational—could used the classrooms 
supplement the text-books. And with the same idea which 
rules all his activities Henry Ford decided that these films 
must given the schools the country price which 
would make possible for every school from the smallest 
the highest have motion pictures. 

creating the Ford Educational Library the plan was not 
gather few films heterogeneous subjects which would 
used sporadically for the general edification the school 
whole, gathered assembly hall, but establish the 
foundation for reference library motion picture films 
used the schools just they use their reference library 
books. For example, when the teacher was ready present 
her class some special period history she would look her 
catalog reference films and order from the motion picture 
library that film which covered the subject she was presenting, 
and use this film her classroom connection with the 
teaching the subject her group scholars.

The films which make the current series the Ford 
library have been prepared leading professors the uni- 
versities the United States. Each the professors chosen 
for this work has had wide practical experience visual edu- 
cation the schools and instructing teachers how get 
the best from visual education their schoolrooms, and each 
professor handles special subject for the library. 

The Ford Educational Library building for the future, 
and each film prepared with great care, with the idea that 
form one the units permanent motion picture 
reference library. Forty subjects have been prepared for the 
first year. They cover history, civics, agriculture, regional 
and industrial geography.

Unconsciously, perhaps, but none the less 
really, they demanded more the Catholic school, 
silence criticism and overcome prejudice. the public 
school pupil failed was his own fault; the Catholic 
school pupil failed the school alone was blame.

one’s own worth.

This inconsistency usually born ignorance. Years 
school fail help, any appreciable degree, those 
who have not acquired the habit thinking, ap- 
plying principles the facts life. 

There are some who are not formed discipline, but 
are simply suppressed for the time being. These await 
the time when pressure shall removed and when they 
can express themselves according their bent. Usually 
such pupils aim making for what they consider lost 
time. 

Discipline is, course, indispensable. Without 
school life would unseemly riot and school chil- 
dren unruly mob. But discipline not everything. 
Indeed, children, especially those larger growth, 
cannot brought see rule necessary means and 
benevolent influence, they are likely run the 
other extreme when free so.

GUILDS AND EDUCATION. 


Sister Jeanette, O.S.B. 

Editor’s Note: Often complained that most what 
passes for history is confined to a recital of the doings of 
rulers and soldiers—that only very partially portrays the 
influential factors in human progress, and fails to exhibit the 
life of the people. Sister Jeanette’s article is an interesting 
summary important phase European industrial evolu- 
tion, and altogether free from the fault referred to. 

Among the many interesting chapters the history 
education there are few that are more instructive than the 
one which discusses the guilds. Perhaps this topic has 
been more neglected than many others. least from 
the viewpoint education little has been done make 
known the work the guilds. current literature 
economics and industry find frequent mention 
“return the guilds,” and students sociology see 
the guild concept the basis true social reconstruction. 
Since this the subject greatest interest the present 
time the guilds offer very large and fertile field for 
investigation. 

The educator sees the guild not merely indus- 
trial democracy productive satisfactory economic re- 
sults. looks towards the achievements the age, 
and applies the words the Gospel “By their fruits 
you shall know them.” This procedure entirely 
harmony with the spirit the age which judges the 
worth things and theories according the results 
obtained their means. with the aim learning 
what educational advantages the guilds offered their 
education approaches the subject. 
time greatest development that the student history 

The origin the term “guild” not certain. Some 
scholars say derived from the Saxon “gildan,” 
“pay up.” Others claim that comes from the low 
word meaning corporation. The origin the 
association itself more interesting discussion than 
that the origin the name. Some writers hold with 
Doren (Entwicklung Organization der Florentiner 
Zuenfte) that the guilds were the outgrowths Roman 
organizations, namely the Magisterium. Eberstadt, 
Der Ursprung des Zunftwesens die Hand- 
werkerverbaende, presents stronger evidence prove that 
the guilds had their origin the “Fraternitas,” re- 
ligious associations that were fostered the Church 
early Christian ages. third supposition gives the fam- 
ily our Teutonic and Scandinavian forefathers the 
honor originating this important institution. But 
whether legacy the Romans the Teutonic race, 
are certain that the guild would never havé attained 
its development had not the Church taken and infused 
into the vivifying spirit Christian charity. 

The early Middle Ages possessed large measure 
the spirit association. This spirit was accordance 
with Christianity and was fostered the Church. The 
townspeople did not then enjoy what now known 
personal liberty. They belonged their towns, and the 
town regulated their private life the guild regulated 
their trade. 

But the guilds did far more than that. They aimed 
the preservation peace, right, and liberty. The mem- 
bers were devoted almsgiving, care the sick, burial 
the dead, and other means which served relieve the 
spiritual and temporal necessities their brethren. The 
aim the guild and the work the individual members 
necessarily influenced, least indirectly, the educational 
ideal. The great part that the guild must have played 
the town life the time shown the fact that 
every town, down those that were not much more than 
villages, had its merchant guild. The earliest mention 
merchant guild England 1093. 

The objects the guild were many and varied, and 
touched the social life the city every point. The 
merchant guild Stafford, England, had prayer its 
first object. This guild maintained five priests, chap- 
lains, who were say masses daily hour hour from 
six ten m., for its members. Its second ob- 
ject was charity. Any member “as long bears him- 
self rightly towards his free from the dread 
possible misfortune his life, for his needs were 
attended the guilds. And when died his “broth- 
ers” and “sisters” procured decent and honorable burial. 
Peace and brotherly love were fostered various means. 
One these was the annual feast during Easter week, 
and the giving alms that the poor might rejoice. 
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The funds the disposal the guilds were derived 
chiefly from voluntary subscriptions, entrance fees, gifts, 
and legacies members. means this fund the 
guild provided for the various needs the living mem- 
bers, the yearly pageant, the funerals deceased mem- 
bers, and for the saying masses for thirty days follow- 
ing the death member. 

The most striking feature the guilds, however, was 
the close connection which they established between re- 
ligion and daily life. Their work, that is, the work 
the individual, was the complement prayer. 
Whoever worked made others work holy days, 
Saturdays after Vespers, whoever neglected his fast 
days, was punished. This union prayer and 
labor was the cause strong union between the mem- 
bers. Let take typical example the rules for 
religious festivity the annual celebration held the 
guild St. Luke, London. “On Sunday after the feast 
St. Luke all the brothers and sisters the guild are 
procession the cathedral church, carrying 
great candle. Every two the brethren and 
shall there offer half-penny.” Any one who was ab- 
sent without lawful cause forfeited one pound wax 
the sustention the said great candle. the same 
Sunday the guild men dined together, every brother pay- 
ing for his wife sweetheart the sum four pence. 
Each member was expected bring his wife sweet- 
heart this social function, and any absentee was fined 
one pound for the aforesaid candle. 


The influence the guilds the business life was 
great importance. Efforts were made keep the 
work certain standard. They exercised super- 
vision over the quality goods sold, and prevented 
strangers from directly indirectly buying the in- 
jury the guild. 

The guilds helped spread the knowledge religion 
acting the mystery miracle plays. These plays 
vividly impressed upon the spectators the truths re- 
ligion. They were first acted the church, then 
the church yard, and later, when the crowds that 
see them grew too large, places especially prepared 
for that purpose. 

Each guild had its own ‘play. some places was 
arranged that the main stories the Bible were played 
order they were related, beginning with the story 
the creation and ending with the last judgment. These 
plays were acted wagons two three stories high. 
These wagons started out the early morning dif- 
ferent parts the town. soon play was acted 
they would move another place and there act the 
same play again. Thus person remaining the same 
town could see the whole cycle religious plays. 

There was considerable horseplay almost all these 
stage performances. Satan was the clown, the funmaker, 
the object ridicule, being always cheated some good 
spirit. Yet withal, their educational influence can scarce- 
overestimated. Every artisan actually lived his part 
biblical character, and his later work showed the 
result the inspiration and knowledge thus obtained. 
gained mental development which enabled him 
design and execute the work assigned him, and 
this perfectly ordinarily possible for any 
man. The. proof this still evident the architec- 
ture the times which will ever lasting monu- 
ment the skill the laborers who produced it. 

The guilds considered the presenting these plays 
honor. They chose the actors from their members 
and paid them proportion the length their 
speeches, and the amount work they performed. The 
guild bought the costumes, kept them order and 
cured provisions for the actors rehearsals. 

The passion play Oberammergau practically the 
only instance perpetuate this once common prac- 
tice. can doubt that great educational 


“and social factor was neglected when the miracle play 


fell into disuse. 

The guilds were also great social levelers. The mem- 
bers were great social workers. very large num- 
ber labor corporations and cities workday was often 
only nine, eight, hours long. The catchword, 
“Eight hours work, eight hours play, eight 
sleep, and eight shillings day,” was popular then 
now. Every Saturday, and the eve holy days, 


work was suspended everywhere four o’clock the 
afternoon, and some places two 


Some guilds forbade working night “by reason that 
man can work neatly night day.” The 
spurrier’s guild Lincoln, England, went say fur- 
ther that spurriers were allowed work night 
they ‘would idle all day and get drunk. And then 
would come home and work fires night, which was 
not only perilous but great annoyance the sick. 


Each guild had its own officers, meeting hall and rules 
conduct. The members paid certain sum into 
common fund and pledged themselves help each other. 
Some were social and religious, while the merchant and 
craft guilds considered the economic side life. These 
two were the most important guilds. The merchant guild 
under the protection charters caused industry and com- 
merce develope rapidly. This guild made its appearance 
toward the end the eleventh century. Its purpose was 
the regulation trade and the protection the chief 
traders’ interests each town which was founded. 
These guilds possessed power and practically 
had the control the trade the towns where they 
were established. They had the power preventing any 
one who had not joined the guild from following the 
trade, and they had also the power inflicting punish- 
ment the members. They prevented strangers from 
coming the town unless they paid heavy toll, and 
then they were permitted sell only certain goods. 
many places, merchants were allowed remain 
town over forty days, and then they had buy goods 
from the merchants that town the amount what 
had been sold the town. 

The guilds had modest beginning and developed only 
gradually and quietly. The political activity the mer- 
chant guild gave large portion its importance. 
This guild had also social and religious side can 
seen their presentation the miracle plays. They 
organized all public festivities; they set aside money for 
the sick members; they ordained masses said for 
the deceased members, and they cared for the orphans 
and widows. 

the course time, however, they became more and 
more political, and formed the industrial and commer- 
cial party the government. first membership had 

een open any townsman upon payment certain 
sum. But later the guilds became more exclusive and 
shut out the poorer classes tradesmen. The result 
this was that these latter formed organizations 
their own and constituted the craft guilds. 


The craft guilds appeared the twelfth and thirteenth 
centuries and soon became very numerous, especially 
Germany. some towns there were about fifty craf: 
guilds designated the term Zunft, Innung, Genossen- 
chaft, Bruderschaft, Gesellschaft. Almost every craf* 
occupation had its guild. large cities the linen and 
wool weavers formed two distinct corporations. These 
the coarser homespun materials. The furriers’ guild 
were the makers fine Flemish goods and the makers 
included shoemakers, tailors, glovemakers, and stocking- 
knitters. the shoemakers’ trade there were sharp dis 
tinctions between the Neumeister, who made new shoes, 
the cobbler, and the slippermaker. The armourers were 
divided into helmetmakers, escutcheonmakers, 
makers, harnesspolishers, etc. This accounts for the 
markable skill and perfection with which the pieces were 
finished. 

The craft guilds entered once into bitter struggle 
with the merchant guilds and wanted participation 
the monopoly the trade which the merchants guarded 
jealously. The thirteenth and fourteenth centuries 
marked the height this struggle and the outcome was 
the complete victory the craft guilds. They, like 
merchant guilds, had charters, and places the religious 
and social festivities. Each guild had its patron saint, 
its altar, and its hall, and cared for the spiritual and 
temporal interest its members. means old age 
pensions the aged members were cared for, well 
the widows and orphans. 

The guild members were divided into three distinct 
groups: 

Journeymen (journee, day). 

Master workers. 
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youth desiring learn trade would apply 
master that trade and would become apprentice. 
was then under contract his master for certain 
number years. candlemaker, the youth was ap- 
prenticed for term three years; furrier, seven 
years; goldsmith, ten years. During these years 
the youth lived his master’s house, receiving board 
and lodging free well instruction the trade 
was pursuing. But the apprentice received pay. After 
his term apprenticeship was served, showed 
aptitude for his work became journeyman. Now 
might earn wages, but was permitted work only 
for the master whom had been apprenticed, and 
whom was now serving journeyman. Usually the 
journeyman did not remain the shop, but went travel- 
ing acquire perfection his craft experience. 
These “Wanderjahre” came the most susceptible pe- 
riod the youth’s life, namely from his seventeenth 
his twenty-fifth year. all ambitious the journey- 
man was likely see many men and many methods 
before returned from his wandering. Germany 
long the journeyman remained work the city 
belonged workman’s club connection with 
the guilds. fell sick was taken into the family 
some master. made himself known wherever 
traveled the society’s badge password. 

After the journeyman returned his home made 
application for the title master workman. had 
present piece work that showed his accomplishment 
apprentice, then journeyman, and lastly his “mas- 
terpiece.” This latter might only hinge, lock, 
design for window. the judges who examined this 
piece work accepted showing skill his trade 
was declared masterpiece. This specimen his skill 
secured for him full membership the guild and the title 
master workman. from this source that the old 
English word “master piece” derived, well the 
scholastic “Master Arts.” 

Those admitted master workers could open place 
business for themselves and could employ apprentices 
turn. The number apprentices, however, for each 
master was limited. His moral conduct well his 
material and work were always watched. they were 
not the standard would expelled from the 
guild. This expulsion was practically banishment from 
trading. 

Great benefits resulted the craftsmen 
guilds. Paris had one hundred guilds the twelfth cen- 
tury and some towns England had almost many 
few years later. the beginning the sixteenth cen- 
tury England had 30,000 guilds. 


The guilds were consecrated the Church and each 
one had its patron saint, saints, and its feast day once 
year oftener. (The only trade which had patron 
saint from the beginning the existence these guilds 
was that the lawyers.) that day all put the 
guild livery and marched the Church set apart for 
the functions. The Cathedral Antwerp had about sev- 
enty these guild chapels. The statue the patron 
saints occupied the place honor and its base were 
placed the prizes won each guild. some places 
Europe these guild functions are still observed. The 
guilds London still exist and are very important, but 
they have lost their religious character. Vestiges privi- 
leges wrested from the barons the Middle Ages still 
hold, g., when the King England, even today, visits 
one those guild halls must leave his sword outside. 

The guilds belonging different foreign cities decided 
tol, York, Ipswich, Norwick, Hull, and other cities were 
affiliated with the London Hansa. Bruges there were 
three divisions branches: The cities the Sla- 
vonic country and Saxony with Luebeck. Those 
Prussia and Westphalia. Those Gothland, Li- 
vonia, and Sweden. This corporation, the society Ger- 
man merchants the Holy Roman Empire, was the 
foundation the German Hansa Hanseatic League. 
This league was its height the fifteenth century. 
lasted till the seventeenth century. 

Quarrels among the brothers were brought before 
the Hansa committee guild tribunal. The commit- 
tee had penal jurisdiction over its members, even some- 
times having the power life and death its hands. 
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only the choicest selections should appear in this

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The Hansa bann was effective punishment. This 
consisted expulsion from the Hansa and even boy- 
cotting. city refused obey the regulations 
trading, the league would boycott it. This illustrated 
the story the town Luebeck. one occasion 
Luebeck refused join with the other Hansa towns 
boycotting certain places Flanders which failed ob- 
serve the trading regulations. Luebeck seemed think 
she could violate the laws with impunity, but the league 
kept the boycott for thirty years, reducing Luebeck 
from one the most powerful commercial cities the 
point starvation. 


Some may think that present day initiation into secret 
societies modern invention. But aspirants the 
Hansa were subjected initiation. These tests were not 
without their significance. members the Hansa 
wanted sure that new members would keep secrets 
time persecution they had better way than 
these tests. The most popular were the smoke, water, 
and flogging games: mad, cruel pranks, tending deprive 
the aspirant health and reason. the smoke game, 
the victim was pulled big chimney while filthy 
materials burned beneath him, “sending nauseous 
stench and choking wreaths smoke.” While here 
was asked number questions which was forced 
reply. The purpose these tests, already indicated, 
was try the new member order see whether 
were capable keep trade secret even under severe 
hardships. matter fact, number precious 
trade secrets were intrusted new members and order 
that they might not become known others, members 
foreign lands were not allowed marry while abroad, 
and were bound celibacy. 


Some may think these initiations barbarous, but 
compare them with the hazing our modern institutions 
find that our initiations are followed very serious 
accidents. That does not indicate any improve- 
ment the mediaeval system. 


The importance the Hansa can best determined 
the results. Cities accumulated wealth. The rulers 
needed money for the maintainance their power. The 
cities now having grown rich offered money the rulers 
but demanded return many privileges for the inhabit- 
ants. These were granted and the course time be- 
came perpetuated, until finally set fundamental rights 
with documentary confirmation were the hands city 
authorities. “The most important effect the life 
Europe and the growth civilization that the Hanseatic 
League exercised was its success showing that people 
many different nations and races, living under very 
different circumstances, might still united under sim- 
ilar laws that would enable them accomplish certain 
objects which they had view. Germans, Slavs, and 
English learned live one another’s towns.” 
this period we*must trace the origins 
law. did nothing else but this must considered 
important factor the development our modern 
civilization.

Camoen’s Lusiad one the great epics the world. 
decidedly the greatest literary achievement Por- 
The Lusiad takes its title from the ancient 
Latin name Portugal—Lusitania. 

the hands less gifted writer, the Lusiad would 
have become little more than bald historical narrative. 
personifying Portugal the person the great Por- 
tuguese explorer, Vasco Gama, Camoens succeeds 
making this historical epic epic the whole his- 
tory Portugal. Poor Cameons had stormy and stir- 
ring life—a life marked great vicissitudes. was 
born Lisbon 1524 and died 1580. studied 
the ancient and renowned university Coimbra Por- 
tugal. Here more than likely first dreamt giv- 
ing the world his great masterpiece. After serving 
soldier Morocco Camoens sailed for India, where 
for sixteen years led most adventurous life. 
returned Lisbon 1570 and two years later published 
the Lusiad. Referring its publication critic writes: 
“At- length the epic dreamed Coimbra, commenced 
banishment, continued Ceuta, resumed Goa and 
Mocao, revised Mozambique and Sofala, and perfected 
humble room the Rua Santa Ana, Lisbon, was 
issued from the press 1572.” 


Ercilla, who was born Spain 1533 and who appeared 
Phillip the Second’s page, his wedding with Mary 
Tudor Winchester Cathedral, England, the author 
epic Araucana, the first literary work real 
merit composed America. went Chile 
1554 and soldier fortune fought against the Arau- 
canians, Indian tribe, who had risen revolt against 
the Spanish government Chile. 

The epic Araucana was partly written while its 
author was the field fighting—written the author 
tells “by the camp-fire stray scraps paper, leather 
and skin.” Perhaps the chief fault the Araucana 
that too declamatory.

The Araucana certainly very stately poem and re- 
ceives meed praise from Ticknor his “History 
Spanish Literature” and Fitzmaurice Kelly his “Span- 
ish Literature.” 

Turn now for moment consider the elegy. The 
derivation the word “elegy” somewhat doubtful. 
The word “elegy” among the Greeks and Romans con- 
noted much more than does today. With the Greeks 
was early employed designate poem usually short, 
written dis Among the Romans the term “elegy” 
was applied especially love poems. Catullus was the 
first good elegiac writer; then came Properius Tibullus 
and Ovid. 

modern times the term “elegy” signifies lament 
mourning. synonym “elegy” dirge, though 
the latter understood signify more poignant grief 
than found the reflective sadness the elegy. No- 
tice the meaning Shakespere attaches the word where 
his pastoral drama “As You Like It” makes the 
love-sick Orlando hang “odes upon hawthorns and elegies 
brambles.” The word here carries with the sig- 
nification love. 

Today “elegy” signifies poem grief and lament 
such Milton’s Lycidas, Gray’s Elegy Country 
Church Yard, Shelley’s Adonais, Arnold’s Thyrsis, Tenny- 
son’s Memoriam, Swinburne’s Ave atque Vale and Wat- 
son’s Lacrimae Musarum. 


Milton wrote Lycidas commemorate the death 
Edward King, who was drowned the Irish Sea, and 
who had been fellow student with Milton Cambridge. 
Lycidas represents shepherd and used Virgil and 
Theocritus. Lycidas one the finest lyrics the 
English language and registers the very summit Mil- 
ton’s lyrical gifts. 

Gray’s “Elegy Country Church Yard” one 
the English classics. impersonal elegy the 


scholarly English poets, labored for many 
Note how severely perfect compression thought, 
artistry phrase, simplicity diction and quiet mel- 
low pictorial effectiveness. The world has paid this poem 
the tribute quotation, and justly, for its lines are 
compressed and vital and full beauty the lines 
Horace, whom Gray somewhat resembles his “critical 
deliberateness.” shall never forget visit one even- 
tide Stoke Pogis, near London, the scene Gray’s 
elegy. 

one the most perfect elegies the English 
language Shelley’s Adonais—a lament for the untimely 
death John Keats, who with Shelley lies buried the 
Protestant cemetery, Rome, Italy. the spring 1913 
company with friend visited their graves. 
will remembered that Adonis was youthful hunter 
beloved Aphrodite, but slain boar, sent the 
jealous Ares, the husband Aphrodite. Hence the title 
Shelley’s poem. 

Arnold’s Thyrsis was written commemoration the 
death Arthur Hugh Clough, the poet who died 
Florence, Italy, 1861. mistake not Clough’s 
grave hard that William Wordsworth Gras- 
Thyrsis the name shepherd Virgil’s 
Eclogues. 

Tennyson’s Memoriam practicallya series elegies 
linked together memory his young college friend, 
Arthur Hallam. The one hundred and thirty-one sections 
are many elegies which life and death and the 
problems the soul are discussed—in which doubt and 
faith struggle for mastery with faith triumphant the 
close: 

living will that shalt endure 
When all that seems shall suffer shock, 
Rise the spiritual rock, 

Flow thro’ our deeds and make them pure. 


Swinburne’s “Ave atque Vale, commemorating the death 
the French Baudelaire, and William Watson’s 
elegy, Lacrimae Musarum, written the occasion the 
death Tennyson, October 1892, are also well worth 
studying. Watson continues today poetry the tradi- 
tions Wordsworth and his tribute Tennyson not 
unworthy the poet Memoriam and the Idylls 
the King.

Form and Content. This fragrant rose, with velvet 
words for petals, worthy offering priest the 
Queen Heaven the feast the Annunciation. The 
subject matter stated the title. lofty sub- 
ject reverently and devoutly treated. The lines may 
satisfy the definition episode, but the poem more 
properly classified lyric, for herein the poet not 
tell the story but sings about it. Because his hearers 


know the story touches the facts lightly and with his- 


hearers ponders over them. 

Mood. The mood sublimely religious. the short 
spade six lines Father Hayes summons Archangel, 
the Queen Angels and the “Joy Angels” and names 
the essence all religious worship, oblation, sacrifice. 
The mood further enriched the author’s devout 
handling exalted subject. 

Movement. The rising movement with duple rhythm 
used. miusical effect produced the agreement 
the rhythmical movement with the phrasing. Between 
the line structure and the phrasing, however, there 
conflict, three the lines are run-over lines. The 
whole stanza characterized regular, graceful and 
slightly dignified movement. 

Tone-Color. The melody notable for its sweet- 
ness and delicacy: there are harsh words mar the 
harmony. Every word more than one syllable (except 
waited), and many one syllable, rendered more i:ar- 
monious the soothing presence least one liquid. 
Initial alliteration not used and the delicate internal 
alliteration scarcely perceptible. The assonance, though

Progression and Proportion. The progression one 
amplification which most artistic and priestly 
figure used.

CATECHISM TEACHING. 


Rev. Kelly, C.S.B. 
XVII. 
True Reformer. 


Who knows the history Rev. Fr. Faerber? His name 
appears catechism for the Catholic parochial schools 
the United States issued about twenty years ago. Al- 
though the work into its eighteenth edition have 
visited only one school where adopted the regular 
text book religious instruction; nor can meet among 
something its author. 

“The world knows least about its greatest benefactors.” 
Apparently few suspect that here was man very much 
advance his time, who did more than all his con- 
temporaries together exemplify saner methods teach- 
ing religion. Until the late Father Schmitt had given his 
primer the public other catechism brought out 
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the United States successfully enunciated the truths 
religion terms not beyond the capacity school 
children uneducated adults, treatise judiciously 
selected important items belief and presented them 
form there was misapprehending this work 
Father Faerber. Previous his time one catechism 
after another went the press, but all much the 
same model. They were compendiums theology rather 
than school books appealing the minds young chil- 
dren. The matter was orthodox beyond sus- 
picion; the terms, definitions, propositions found all 
students’ theological treatises were rigidly adhered to; 
but the existence such science pedagogy was 
all intents and purposes ignored. was all important 
enunciate doctrines with scrupulous accuracy and com- 
prehensiveness, whether the truths enunciated had any 
meaning for the learner not. was his business 
commit numerous unintelligible formulas memory 
and trust time and more favorable circumstances 
reveal the treasures locked and hidden therein. 

Among students pedagogy the name Pestalozzi 
immortalized. not generally agreed that his title 
fame was achieved convincing the educational world 
that grasp ideas and not mere words should 
the pursuit the student? service somewhat similar 
Father Faerber has rendered the cause religious 
instruction the United States. 

dared make radical change the form catechism 
answers should assume. refer number which 
the following example: 


How did Jesus prove that the Son God? 
Jesus proved that the Son God: 

1. By His very holy life. 

many miracles. 

prophesies. 


When adherents the old school first laid eyes 
this and remembered the dignified, stately, climactic and 
sonorous wording which sacred truths were wont 
clothed, the innovation must have seemed little less 
than barbarity. This appeal the eye enables the 
pupil see the answer not merely sentence three, 
four five lines learned rote, but rather dis- 
tinct points of. doctrine which expected grasp. 
More than one good teacher had resorted the same 
expedient the blackboard, but, somehow other, 
text-book. The idea has taken root. The plan here 
stay. Most catechisms the future will have adopted 
it. 

Like Fathers MacEachen and Schmitt some years later, 
and Rt. Rev. Bishop Bellord earlier date, Father 
Faerber pinned his faith the maxim, “One thing 
time.” Both questions and answers are brought into con- 
formity with this. Here example: 

Who founded the church? 

Jesus Christ founded the church. 

Whom did Jesus appoint as rulers of the church? 

Jesus appointed the Apostles rulers the church. 

Whom did Jesus appoint head the church? 

Jesus appointed St. Peter head the church. 

Who is the successor of St. Peter? 

The successor of St. Peter is the Pope, the Bishop of Rome. 

Who are the successors the Apostles? 

The successors of the Apostles are the bishops. 

Who are the assistants of the bishops? 

The assistants of the bishops are the priests. 


Among older generations our recollections the chap- 
ter the church inspire feelings not far removed from 
horror. The efforts made master were heroic, 
anything accomplished dread strap can called 
heroic. Father Faerber presents all form the 
youngest pupil will approach without the least dismay. 

Even today many reputable theologians consider 
catechism without definitions undeserving examina- 
tion. They are essential the structure theological 
treatise and, therefore, text-book religious instruction 
without them inconceivable. One parochial school su- 
pervisor, however, reflects the tendency the hour 
asking the question, “Should the ideal catechism have 
definitions and fewer explanations?” Father Faerber 
has given the movement little impetus his success- 
ful dispensing with the time-honored plan. would ask 
the reader teacher accustomed endless series 


finds effective simplification processes such ques- 
tions and answers the following: 

What takes place the soul the person baptized? 

What does the sacrament of penence take away? 


Who belong the communion saints? 

Who commits sin? 

the plan followed the old catechisms there was 
most uncommendable rigidity, precision form, 
something hide-bound pedantry. Question and an- 
swer was the only method tolerated. Everything 
intended.as matter religious instruction had twist- 
and tortured into that shape. resorting va- 
riety methods saying what had said, and thus 
relaxing this unnecessary formality, Father Faerber has 
made his pages once much more lucid, enlightening, 
interesting, stimulating. great deal valuable content 
found smaller print notes attached answers here 
and there. They are explanatory, they develop the 
idea conveyed, they are apt allusions scrip- 
tural incidents narratives brief references litur- 
gical regulations well known devotional practices based 
the doctrine just enunciated, they contain beau- 
tiful moral. lesson, suggest definite applications the 


doctrine. 


Someone has brought out edition Father Faer- 
ber’s catechism with all these left out. The proceeding 
seems little short crime. Just what can gained 
eliminating matter valuable from text-book 
religious instruction few will able divine. teacher 
editor, whose creed obliged him maintain that 
catechism everything not intended for verbal memoriza- 
tion was necessarily hurtful, might approve such piece 
vandalism. But, apart from this supposition, the only 
possible defense would seem rest the hope re- 
ducing the retail price the extent one nickel. 

There are few phrases Father Faerber’s book which 
probably had better been omitted. The ordinary child, 
the for which intended, does not grasp the 
orce of: 


“He commits a grievous sin who transgresses a command- 
ment less important matter, not quite wilfully.” 

“He slouthful who shirks the exertion and labor necessary 
for his temporal and eternal 

“To atone for sin,” implore the intercession the 


saints.” 

Instances similar these, pleasing note, are 
rare. The language uses dealing with such difficult 
subjects sacrifice and indulgence generally clear and 
simple. much lengthier treatment these two topics, 
however, would have been highly advisable. child, 
learner—even intelligent adult—can given the most 
preliminary insight into doctrines comprehensive 
through the medium half dozen questions and an- 
swers. 

Cardinal Newman’s sermon St. Andrew, recognizing 
that the chief the Apostles owed his acquaintanceship 
with his Divine Master brother comparatively ob- 
scure, points out how little know all those who 
throughout the world’s history have discovered practi- 
cally everything lasting benefit mankind. Some 
name immortalized through association with what was 
really the work another. However little know 
Father Faerber, his work will live. future writers 
catechisms will fail profit all that was given 
the cause religious instruction for the first time 
him. Prominent among works receiving inspiration from 
this source, internal evidence reliable, ‘are the cate- 
cisms Rev. James Linden, Father Linden has 
given text-books very much superior those most 
commonly use for generation two. Had con- 
tinued Father Faerber’s plan with the faithfulness and 
resourcefulness which enable the deciple perpetuate, 
develop and improve upon the work his master, his 
efforts would have been more fruitful the cause 
was willing serve. Unfortunately, has allowed him- 
self, some instances, fall back into abuses Father 
Faerber aimed remove. Every writer catechisms 
should realize, for example, that the average child does 
not understand such expressions as: 


“He is superstitious who attributes to anything a secret 
power.” 

“We must not resist grace, but co-operate with it.” 

“We must acknowledge Him as our Creator and Supreme 
Lord”; also that answers such the following are too long: 

“If we have accused another of faults which he has not, or 
if we have exaggerated faults which he has, we must retract 
the slander and make good all the harm done.”
